At the last session of tbe General 


Assembly au appropriation of $1500 
was made for the placing of tablets on 
places of marked historic interest In 
Rhode Island, tbe money to be expend- 
ed under the direction of the Rhode Isl- 
aud Historical Society. The first tab- 
let to be placed under this act was 
affixed to the "Governor Bull Houie" 
Iu this city ou Wednesday, appropri- 
ate exercises being held at the rooms 
of theNewpoit Historical Society be- 
fore a fair sized audience. Of the coin - 
mittee from the Rhode Island Histori- 
cal Society there were presents Wilfred 
H. Muuro, chairman; Clarence S. 
Brigham, Ainasa. M . Eaton, and Wil- 
liam B. Weedeu. 


The dedicatory exercises at the New- 


port HiatoricaJ,6ociety took place at 2 
p. m. President V. Mott Francis of, 
the Newport Historical Society deliv- 
ered the address of welcome, the re- 
spouse being by President Wilfred H. 
Muuro of tbe Rhode Island Historical 
Society. 


The historical address was by H.>u. 


William P. Sheffield, Jr., of this eily. 
Col. Sheffield dealt with the early days 
of the colony, from the time when the 
early settlers came from the Massachu- 
setts colony. He spoke of the hard- 
ships aud sufleriugs that they endured 
aud of the great results that have grown 
from their small begiuuiugs. He es- 
pecially dwelt upou the life of Governor 
Bull, showing the confidence that was 
reposed In him, aud also spoke iu high 
terms of the descendants of this family 
of the present generatiou. His address 
was followed with close attention. 


At the conclusion of Col. Sheffield's 


address those present proceeded to the 
Governor Bull house on Spring'street 
where the tablet was uuveiltd. The In-

Pastor jCoCrW Out. 


There was considerable excitement 


among the member* of the Mount Ziou 
Africau Methodist Episcopal Church 
last Sunday, wheu tbe two faction* Iu 
the church were at odds in regard to 
the mluieter. Tbe outcome of the af- 
fair was tbat^eerviceit were held in tbe 
open air, tbe doors of the church being 
locked against tbe minister aud con- 
gregation. There, was uo outbreak of 
any kind, everything passing off quiet- 
'y-The former pastor of tbe church, Rev. 
C. Gibbous, who had been settled here 
for a number of years, was receutly 
transferred by the bishop to another 
church, stall Rev. Mr. Thomas, sou of 
a former pastor of this church, was 
sent to this field. This was the result, 
U is said, of a communication sent to 
the bishop by some of the members of 
the church who desired to see a change 
iu the pastorate. That this action was 
not approved by some of tberuernbaru 
was evidenced by the fact that when 
Mr. Thomas came here to preach his 
first sermon on Sunday last be found 
the church doors locked aud uo way 
of securing entrance to tbe edifice. 
When this act was discovered by tbe 
congregation that had assembled to 
licnr the new pastor there was con- 
siderable feeling evidenced but no 
violence was offered to- secure admn 
sion. Instead the pastor couducfeu 
bis fiock to the shade of a uearby tree 
aud there delivered bissenuou. 


The actiou of some one in locking 


the church is uot regarded as being iu 
auy way hostile to.the new pastor per- 
sonally. His father was pastor of the 
church fora number of years aud wax 
universally esteemed her*.

The complete exteruiipatiou ot tbu 
pest will be tried iu Connecticut and 
Rhode Island, and tbe work in thoie 
States will begiu (in that basis; but it it> 
regarded as impracticable to undertake 
such measures in Massachusetts or 
New Hampshire at present, iixleru.il- 
uatiou involves tbe closest scrutiny of 
every scrap of wood, every tree aud 
every rock that might furnish lodge- 
ment for tbe gypsy moth; even the cav- 
ities of the old tree trunks are to be ex- 
amined «na tilled up, tbe underbrush 
to be removed and the ground to be 
burned or sprayed, and it Is evident 
that ¥80,000 would not go very far if 
such work were to be done iu Massa- 
chusetts. 


Rhode Island and Connecticut have 


only small Infested areas. In the for- 
mer State tbe infestation Is confined to 
Providence and a part of Cranston, so 
far as is known, and thin is a thickly 
settled district ol'about 23 square miles, 
with no woodland.. A good rigorous 
campaign for three or four years should 
accomplish tbe extermination of the 
pest In this State, though an Inspection 
may have to be maintained a iitlle 
longer. Up to last week ttie State had 
about twenty men at work, who have 
acquired experience in the Held and 
they will be transferred to the national 
campaign next week and the State 
work will cease, having exhausted the 
appropriation of $5100 allowed by the 
Rhode Islaud legislature. 


Btnefit of Jnspsction. 


The government inspection of the 


packing business is naturally a sore 
subject with tbe packers. Nelson Mor- 
rls, one of the "big four" packers, says 
that "the investigation of the packing 
companies ordered by tbe government 
will injure tbe couutry more than the 
Sau Francisco fire." For the Investiga- 
tion be laid tbe blame on the Presi- 
dent. On the other baud Mr. Armour 
says that while the meat 
exposures 


were injuring his business for the mo- 
ment, they would help it iu the eud. 


Tbe exposures have attracted the 


world's attention, but they have also 
led to exposures abroad, aud these have 
shown that tbe worst abuse's which 
have been revealed anywhere lu this 
couutry have their counterparts in 
Euglaud, Germany, Australia and the 
rest of the countries which have any 
meat packing on a considerable scale, 
lu tbe United States the packing is ou 
a far bigger scale than in any other 
part of the world. We are in the habit 
here of publishing tbe bad things about 
ourselves as well as the good. Other 
countries keep silent about the defects 
in their households, until, as lu this 
particular exigency in the meat pack- 
ing cases, public sentiment forces rev- 
elations. 


The meat inspection law will help 


and not barm the packers. It will give 
a government guarantee to the wbolc- 
souaenefls of ail the American meats 
which enter into interstate or foreign 
commerce. Moreover, this will lead to 
examinations whereby states and mu- 
nicipalities will take a hand lu the 
work of correcting aud averting all 
abuses iu the meat packlug and food 
preparing interest. Mr. Morris over- 
looks the most important aspect of the 
whole affair. The other day President 
Roosevelt telegraphed to Ambassador 
VVhltelaw Reid in London to assure the 
doubters of the British federation of 
grocers that "under the new law we 
can and will guarantee the fituess iu 
all respects of tinned meats bearing the 
government stamp." The government 
0. K. will send tbe purchases of all 
sorts of meat products up to figures 
never touched before.

Stale bread is more digesti- 
ble than new bread solely because it Is 
more easily masticated.

at Shrewsbury N.J. 31; 3; 1685; Peter 
Scott, b. 27; 7; 1687 and d. the next 
mouth; Hester Scott, b. 6; 10 mo; 1689; 
md. George Crawford, aa learned from 
his will made Jlch. 13, 1745, and from 
William Nelson's "New Jersev Coast 
in Three Centuries," on p. 165,. 168, 
thus: 
John Crawford, Gent of Ayrshire.Scot- 
laud, purchased a house lot of Richard 
Gibbons of Long Island, in Middle- 
town, N. J. in 1678 (Gibbot-8 one of 
the 12 men to whom was granted the 
Moumouth Patent Apl. 7 ICliu). His 
son John Crawford, mariner, also held 
a lot, and he had two sisters who mar- 
ried John Hamilton and John Camp- 
bell (if eon of .Lord Neil Campbell,- he 
claimed 1350 acres in right of bis father, 
Bays, Baiter). 


In 1683, John Crawford of Middle- 


town, N. J. recorded a bill of sale to 
Jeremiah Bennett, "for all lands with- 
in the Kingdom of England, as the 
Manor of East Greenwich." 


Richard Scott, of Shrewsbury of 


Shropshire, England, born in 1554, 
and died in 1628, bad a grandson, Ben- 
jamin Scott, bapt. Sept. 20, 1631, and 
married Susannah Brerewood, and 
went to Barbardoes; they bad three 
eons, of them Benjamin Scott who 
first married Elizabeth Halt, and sec- 
ond, Mary Bait, daughters of John 
Halt of Berks Co.' England, in 1677, 
was sent from Barbadoes to West Jer- 
sey, by the Proprietors to quiet troubles 
of Uov. Andros in New York. In that 
year Benjamin Scott'received one third 
•tare of West Jersey. His brothers 
were Btchard and William Scott. 
Their sister, Elizabeth Scott married 
Mr. Warner of J Bland of Antigua, and 
afterwards returned to Kent Co. Eng- 
land. 


In 1683, William Scott, a Quaker, was 


paying taxes on his house1 and lot in 
Uriveseud, and a few years before, 
William Scott married Abigail, widow 
of Ralfe Warner, Abigail was the 
daughter of Peter Tlltou of Grayesend, 
for whom she named her next to the 
list Scott child, Peter Scott. 


Ralfe Warner was of West Indies; 


by Abigail he had Mary Warner and 
Ralfe Warner, who died in Shrewsbury, 
N. J. Sept. 2, 1695 intcblate and letters 
of administration granted to William 
Scott. 


Hester or Ester Scott daughter of 


William and Abigail (Tilton-Warner) 
Scott married George Crawford sou of 
John Crawford of Middletowu, N. J., 
their oldest sou was Richard Crawford, 
a family name of Scotts. They lived 
near Morrlaville, N. J. 


Mary (4) Bordeu, h. July 24 1717; 


md. 3; 22; 1735, William Bills, BOU of 
Thomas and Content (Woolley) Bills;
